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DEPUTIES MEET IN 
MANCHESTER. 


London’s Poor Response 
to the Appeal 


CHIEF RABBI CRITICISED 


[From our Correspondent MANCHESTER] 


The experiment of an informal meeting of Provincial 
members of the Board of Deputies in Manchester last Sun- 
day provided an occasion for the expression of a good deal 
of criticism by Northern. members, The fact that no other 
Hon. Officer or Committee Chairman than the President. Dr. 
S. Brodetsky, attended. brought a protest from Mr. Neville 
faskt. K.-C... who said he considered their absence a derelic- 
tion of duty. Several speakers condemned the poor show- 
ing of the London Jewish Community in the matter o! 
the Deputies Appeal tor £54,000 (the President himselt 
said he thought that sum could have been ratsed tn one 
week-end in London). the “disunity in high places” in the 
Community was deplored, as was also the Chief Rabbi's 
approach, through his new Committee, to the Ministry of 
Health. thus, in the view of speakers, simply duplicating 
the work of the representative bod\ in the Communits, 
the Deputies. 

Phirtv-nine delegates attended, representing Manchester, 
Live pact, Birkenhead. Glasgow. Braditord, and Southport, and 
they. were welcomed by Mr. Natha Laski. J.P. (President, 
Council ol Mancheste! and Saltord Jews) 

Ihe Presipenr oF THe Boarp, who presided, said that the 
Joint Foreign Committee was making a comprehensive study 
of the situation likely to emerge alter the war, im relation to 
the followine three main headines: (1) The Jews who would 
stay and play their part in the rebuilding of Europe: (2) Those 
who would have to emigrate from Europe: and (3) The devclop- 
ments m then new countnoes of settiement., with special relerence 
to Palestine, the kind of the Jewish National Home, to which 
the great majority of the Jewish, emigrants would direct thei 
steps Fhe solution of all these problems would depend a 


vreat deal upon the extent to which the Jews themselves would 


vive close study io them in all thei -aspects and then lollow

BEHIND THE NAZI LINES 
Pro-Jewish Patriots in Poland 


The occupied countries in the rear of the Nazis eastern 
front are seething with unrest. The most violent outbreak 
so far has been in Jassy. Rumania, where, as already 
recorded, 500 Jews were massacred, It ts now reported tn 
the Italian Press that the massacre followed a three-day 
revolt, during which- house-to-house fighting. took place, 
“the Jews playing a prominent role” “Order has now 
been restored.” says the Corraure Dretta Sera of Rome. 
* Police are at every street-crossing with then rifles at the 
ready, and look around as if they expect to be shot any 
moment.” 

The news of the massacre has created widespread indignation 
among Rumanian non-Jews, who hotly oppose the German 
occupation and the Rumanian war operations against Russia 
All efforts to persuade the people that the murdered Jews were 
Communists have failed to convince them that the executions 
were justified. The public in general regards the incident as a 
horrifying example of Nazi savagery. 

Tass, the oflicial Soviet news agency, reporting that the dis- 
content of the Rumanian population ts beginning to take the 
form of open armed revolt, says that clashes have occurred 
between Rumanian patriots and German soldiers, and that 
armed struggles against the German and Rumanian troops are 
devcloping in many towns and villages 


Warsaw Ghetto Wall Breached 


A heartening piece of news comes from Warsaw, where, it 
is reported, Polish patriots destroyed part of the wall enclosing 
the ghetto. Nazi police guarding the ghetto were amazed to 
find the wall broken one morning. A Polish flag had been 
hoisted on top of the ruins. The destruction affected the outer 
part of the wall at a spot accessible only to non-Jews, and 
must have been carried out almost under the eyes of a strong 
guard. 

The German occupation of Kaunas (Kovno) and Vilnius 
(Vilna), the two largest cities in Soviet Lithuania, has already 
been marked by scrious anti-Jewish excesses. Details of the 
rioting are still lacking, but it appears that they were organised 
by the new Nazi rulers of Lithuania with the help of Lithuanian 
quislings. Soon after the entry of the German troops, the 
Nazis staged Lithuanian ** manifestations of joy at their libera- 
tion from the Jewish-Bolshevik yoke and the “ overjoyed ” 
gangs of quislings and anti-Semites proceeded to attack the 
Jews. ‘

SOVIET JEWRY’S MANIFESTO 
All for the Fatherland 


In response to Stalin’s appeal to all Soviet citizens to 
detend their Fatherland by all the means in their power, 
Jewish leaders in Moscow have. in their turn, issued a 
manifesto to Soviet Jewry emphasising that Hitler is not 
only the enemy of progress and civilisation. but also the 
arch-enemy of the Jews. The manifesto urges Jews to take 
their places bravely tn the front line, to work vigorously 
in the production of weapons for the Red Army, and to 
assist in the relief of war refugees. 

The Autonomous Jewish Region of Biro-Bidjan, in the Far 
East, has informed the Government of a decision that all local 
Jews between the ages of 20 and 40 are to join the Red Army 

Russian wireless stations and the Russian Press continue to 
picture the horrors of the persecutions of the Jews in the Third 
Reich and in the Nazi-controlled countries. This is the reply 
to the Nazi propaganda machine, which is trying to induce the 
Russians to rise against their “ Jewish-Bolshevik rulers.”” The 
Sovict broadcasters declare that in Russia all citizens are judged 
by their deeds, and that Russians will never associate them- 
selves with Nazi racial theories or acknowledge the aspirations 
of the Germans to become a “ Herrenvolk.”’ 

Arrangements have been made in many Moscow cinemas to 
show the well-known anti-Nazi film, “ Professor Mamlock,”’ 
which illustrates the anti-Jewish savagery of the Nazi regime. 

The Russian Press has been noting with satisfaction that large 
numbers of Jews are volunteering for service in the Red Army. 
The percentage of Jewish student volunteers for active service 
is especially high. Many Jewish students and pupils of the 
secondary schools are volunteering for harvesting work. Jewesses 
are offering their services as nurses and munition workers.

ZIONIST YOUTH CONFERENCE 
IN LEEDS \ 


Northern Counci] Formed 
- [From our Correspondent—Leeps] 


The seventh annual conference of the Federation of 
Zionist Youth was held last week at the Herzl Moser 
Institute, Leeds. 

The Chairman, Miss Joyce Kadish, ia opening the proceedings, 
described the difficultics in — on their work in the past 
year. The result of the Keren Hayesod Campaign showed that 
the F.Z.Y. could also make sacrifices in the spirifof Chalutziut : 
they had contributed a substantial part of the total collected 
in England. 

Miss D. Wiseman, the Hon. Secretary, presenting the report 
for the year, said that in spite of war conditions, Zionist work 
had continued, but still more had to be done, both in the 
reception and evacuation areas, amongst Jewish youth between 
the ages of 16 and 25. 

The accounts were presented, and it was stated that the 
income which the F.Z.Y. received barely covered the cost of 
the year’s work. Various suggestions were made regarding 
ways and means to raise moncy, so that activitics should be 
increased. 

4 Northern F.Z.Y. Council was formed, comprising all the 
northern societies. This Council is to co-operate with the 
F.Z.Y. in London and co-ordinate activities in the northern area. 

Mrs. Henrietta Diamond spoke on the work of Zebulun, the 
sealaring organisation of Palestine. 

Mr. Zvi Vardy presided at the Hebrew session, and a dis- 
cussion on Chalutziut and Hebrew work followed. 

The central! feature of the political session was an address by 
Professor S. Brodetsky, the Hon. President of the Federation. 
A egencral discussion, to which Professor Brodetsky replied, was 
followed by a debate on the “ Young Zionist.” Professor 
Santson Wright also spoke, and he stressed the geed for funds 
to buy land for the English Chalutzim of the Anglo-Baltic 
Kibbutz. 

Mr. J. H. White was elected President for the coming year. 

Following the conference a dance was held for the delegates 
and the Leeds Young Zionists. Receptions were held, on the 
Friday evening at the home of Mrs. Winters, and on the Satur- 
day evening at the home of Mrs. Weinrib. 


JEWISH STATE PARTY 
Resolutions and Demands 


{COMMUNICATED] 
A public meeting arranged by the North London branch of 


the Jewish State Party was held last week. The speakers, Messrs. - 


M. Gorovitz, J. Frankel. and Dr. M. Lachs said that the 
present position demanded the immediate establishment of a 
Coalition Zionist Executive, embracing all Zionist parties, and 
reorganisation of the Political Department of the Zionist Execu- 
tive in London, With all Zionist parties being represented on it. 
The mecting passed a resolution in support of these demands. 

Other resolutions pgssed included one which demanded the 
formation of a “ Zionist Territorial Union” in this country 
without any further delay. British Zionism, it said, had a very 
important part to play, not only as the organisation situated in 
the Mandatory country, but also as the only free part of 
European Jewry. An Anglo-Jewish conference should be con- 
vened, went on the resolution, as soon as possible to present the 
Jewish demands to H.M. Government. 

Warm support was expressed for.the Jewish National Fund 
Victory Campaign. 

The Zionist Executive in London was accused of not taking 
the necessary meastres to bring about unity within the Zionist 
ranks, and it was urged that steps should be taken most urgently 


to persuade H.M. Government to abandon the policy of the’ 


White Paper of May, 1939. and to return to the Balfour 
Declaration policy. 

Finally a resolution was passed appealing to the Government 
to make representations to the Government of the U.S.S.R. to 
set free all arrested Zionists, and to make the Zionist Movement 
legal in that country. 


TERRITORIAL ZIONIST ORGANISATION 


Federation and Continental Zionists Form 
New Body 


The formation of a Territorial Zionist Organisation in this 
country, to include the British Zionist Federation and the various 
Continental Zionist groups, was proposed, and accepted in 
principle, at a meeting between representatives of the Federation 
and of the Continental Zionists. 

The British Zionist Federation was represented by Mr. Barnett 
Janner and Mr. S. Temkin, Acting General Secretary. It was 
Grst proposed that the Continental Zionists should join the 
Federation, but this was not found acceptable, since the Con- 
tinental Zionists are of all parties and the British Federation is 
not Organised on an all-party basis. 

A Committee, of which Mr. Janner is the Chairman, has been 


‘PALESTINE IN HITLER’S WAY 
Vitaleto the British Empire 


Mr. A. L. Easterman, a Vice-President of the Zionist Federa- 
tion of Great Britain and Ireland, last week gave the sccond 
of the series of six lunch-hour lectures on “ Palestine,” which 
has been erranged by the Federation, at Friends House, Euston 
Road. Mr. Maurice Coheh presided.  . | 

Mr. Easterman said that with the great campaign now in 
progress against Russia, Hitler had only temporarily diverted 
the war. “His prime purpose was the destruction of the British 
Empire and the theft of the oil resources in Irag and the riches 
of Persia and India. These riches must be brought to Europe 
and they could only be brought via the Middle East through 
the port of Haifa im Palestine and through the Suez Canal. 
Palestine stood on the high road to that fell purpose. The 
attack on Russia, as he saw it, was the greatest and most 
ambitious ~~ movement in the whole history of war- 
fare. Therefore, lestine was just as vital for t British 
Empire in the East as this island was vital to the British Empire 
_ the West. And so Palestine must be defended and held at 
all costs. 

Mr. Easterman stressed the loyalty—which was an essential 
factor in the defence of any country—of the Jews of Palestine. 
As the defence of Palestine was a life-or-death necessity for 
British and Jews alike, there they had a perfect combination 
of loyalties—the loyalty, on the one hand, of the Power that 
set up the Jewish National Home, and the loyalty, on the other 
hand, of the people composed in the National Home, bound 
in loyalty to the Mandatory. There might have been a third 
element of loyalty—that of Arab collaboration. If Arab-Jewish 
colboration had been encouraged by the authorities in Pales- 
tinc, Jews and Arabs would have been combined to-day in a 
common loyalty For, despite what had been*said to the 
contrary, the Arabs of Palestine had no grievances. 

In the first wecks of war, something like 90 per cent. of the 
Jewish manhood of Palestine volunteered for all services in 
the British armed forces. That offer was not accepted, but 
despite that rejection, 10,000 Jewish men from Palestine were 
to-day volunteers. in all branches of the active British armics, 
and there were 40,000 still available, still ready to take up arms 
not only in Palestine but wherever Nazism was to be fought 

Should the war come to Palestine—and it might—Jewish men 
and women would be found at pir posts, ready to defend 
every inch of Palestine with their For the Jewish people 
knew well that this war was Jewry's battle to the death with 
the most obscene and brutal affliction the world had ever scen. 
For the Jewish people there was only one war policy—cither 
they lived with Democracy or they died with it. They believed 
they would live with Democracy. And within that war policy, 
they saw that British Palestine was one of the most important 
lynch-pins of the whole democratic system that they knew 
as the British Commonwealth of Nations. 


THE NAZIS’ AIM. 


To Destroy Jewish Home and British 
Hegemony . | 


At a luncheon held in Edinburgh under the auspices of the 
National Labour Organisation, with the Rev. Dr. George 
Carstairs in the chair, the Very Rev. Dr. Norman Macican, 
an ¢x-Modcrator of the Charch of Scotland and Chaplain to 
H.M. the King, gave an address on his recent experiences in 
Palestine.” 

Dr Maclean said he was not an unbiased witness; as a boy 
he was brought up in the faith that the Jews must return to 
Palestine before the second coming. Jewry offered to raise and 
equip an army of 70,000. Hitherto that offer had been shelved 
in one form of another. The Jew to-day was a first-rate fighting 
man. He had found his manhood and his soul, working in the 
colonies of Palestine. The policy which would place the higher 
civilisation of the Jew at the mercy of a permanent majority 
of the Arabs was a denial of every principle of democracy and 
liberty, and would mean the ruin of the greatest sociological 
experiment of our time. The Jew had proved that he could 
make stcrile land once more a land flowing with milk and honcy ; 
but the late Government had formulated a policy that meant 
the permanence of sterility. Nobody knew for years what the 
policy was—@t one time a Jewrsh National Home; . another, 
partition; at a third, the establishing of another Jewish ghetto, 
and that in Palestine itself. One thing was certain, that the 
establishing of a Jewish National Home of which the keys were 
placed in the keeping of the Arabs could not be a national 
home, and certainly not what the Balfour Declaration promised. 

dither had attacked Russia. What was he after? He was 
after the Holy Land. Whoever held Palestine held Jerusalem. 
Hitler had been the greatest persecutor of the Jews that ever 
existed. There was nothing he would love more than to bring 
the National Home of the Jews in Palestine rattling to the 
ground. That would be the culmination of his hatreds and 
persecutions. Dr. Maclean read a statement by a German 
professor: “ The fall of the Holy Land is the essential prologue 
to the disintegration of the Anglo-Saxon hegemony of the 
world.” If Hitler managed to sweep across the Ceucasus, he 
would also have brought the hegemony of the Anglo-Saxon race 
to an end But history repeated itself. When the Empcror 
Napoleon set out for Moscow he said it was not Moscow but 
bndia he was aiming at. That was the end of Napoleon. This 
would be the end of Hitler, and a new era would dawn for 
Palestine and the East. When these dark days were over, Mr. 
Winston Churchill would have to set himself to correct the 
errgss of his predecessors.

REVISIONIST MEMORIAL MEETING 


“The Lesson of Shlomo ben Josef ” 


A memorial meeting was held at the Beth-Am, Finchley Road, 
on Thursday in last week to commemorate the third anniversary 
of the execution of Shlomo ben Josef at Acre Gaol. The mect- ba 
ing was Organised by the London Betar (Brith Trumpeldor). 

Mr. S. Landman, who presided, referred also to the recent 
4 death-of another Betari on the battlefield in the Near East, 
David Raziel, the head of the Revisionist National Military 
Organisation. (A notice on Raziel was printed recently in this 
paper.) Commenting on what he said was the striking way in 
’ which the lesson taught by Ben Josef had been confirmed during 

the present war, Mr. Landman said that only those peoples who 
showed resistance to aggression would be entitled to a place in 
the New Order, which would follow the defeat of Nazism.

Professor Wright recalled with gratitude apd admitration the 
stand that Belgians, Dutch, Czechoslovakians, and Grecks 
were making against the ressor and their refusal to agree to 
the Nazis’ loathsome anti-Jewish measures. He also greeted 
with pleasure the recent Polish official statement ane full 
equality for all in the future Poland. Hitherto, he said, for 
reasons which they could guess at, but with which they did not 
agree, the British Government had been reluctant to make the 
Jewish position adequately plain. That silence had been a 
source of real though scarcely expressed grief to them. But 
happily the Prime Minister in his’ recent broadcast cleared away 
all misunderstanding when he asserted that the friends of 
Britain, those that Britain would aid, were every man and every 
state which resisted Nazism. In those words, surely, the 
position of the-Jewish people as friends of Britain was niade 
quite clear. 

After recalling the Jewish war effort in Palestine (which the 
general Press had strangely ignored), the speaker said they of 
the Jewish National Fund felt that now was the time when 
the war was girdling the carth and approaching so close to 
the National Home, to declare their faith in the two things they 
held*most dear: the victory of the Allies and the building 
to full stature of the Jewish National Home. 


The Declaration of Faith 


Strange was the procedure adopted by those responsible 
for the Palestine Victory Campaign, said the Chicf Rabbi. It 
was started at a time of wrath and sorrow for the nations, 
in an hour of agony for ore Oe whole of Jewry. It was 
being launched with a solemn claration of Faith: and the 
official making of that Declaration had been cntrusted to an 
old, die-hard chovev Zion, who was one of the few surviving 
friends and co-workers of Theodor Herzl, and who was the 
ecclesiastical head of the Jewish Communities in the British 
Commonwealth of Nations. 

In these circumstances, it was but natural that he stress the 
words “ Faith” and “ Hope “—-those mighty key-words in 
the life of the spirit. Quoting the Biblical version of how 
Jeremiah, in faith, resolved to secure the family land, even 
though Jerusalem was beleaguered, Dr. Hertz poimted out what 
a remarkable justification for their procecdings that day 
was contained in that ancient act of faith. They too, were 
witnesses, and victims, of a terrible catastrophe that had befallen 
the Western peoples. There had been nothing lke since 
the 4th century, when the Black Death devastated Europe. 
Ten Continental nations were now in the erip of the spiritual 
Black Death called the Nazi Terror, an sracl’s grim and 
ghastly agony wherever the Swastika flew also recalled the 
time of the Black Death. And yet, in these times that trregtmen’'s 
souls, they were assembled to give voice to their unshakable 
faith in the victory of Britain and her Allies. (Applause.) It 
was the immortal glory of God's Englishman—in Milton's 
immortal phrase--to be in the forefront of those who were 


_ Sighting the battle of the Lord against the mighty. With the 


help of God, the issue of such battle would be the resurrection 
of all the nations now under the bec! of Hitler. 


Alongside their faith in the cause and victory of Britain they. 


paid their solemn homage that day to the ideal of the Jewish 
National Home in, a free Palestine, in a free Palestine where 
there would be no domination of Arab by Jews, just as there 
would be no domination of Jew by Arab. They felt that the 
miracle of Jewish Palestine—the most outstanding constructive 
achievement in world affairs of the last half-century—had fully 
justified their dreams and sacrifices of the past, and would yet 
prove the salvation of large portions of their hounded European 


brethren, 
Dutch Tribute to the Jews 


Dr. G. Bolkesicin said that as the Dutch Minister of Educa- 
tion, Arts, and Sciences, be felt happy to have the opportunity 
tO give ullerance, at that Ynternational meeting of Jews of all 
countries, as to how Dutch culture had been indebted to the 
Dutch Jews throughout the ages. To tell that compleicly, he 
said, or at least sufficiently, would take him much time. and he 
therefore only mentioned some salicnt names and facts. The 
lasting influence of Jewish life, Jewish trade, Jewish talents. 
Jewish culture, started in the late 16th century and had remained 
ull the present day. The next century, the 17th, was the most 
glorious of Dutch history. A famous French poet, trying to 
summarise that age of Dutch culture in two words, called it 
the age of the spirit of Spinoza and the palette of Rembrandt. 
The Jew Spinoza gave glory to the Dutch name,’ while the 
genivs of the Dutch Rembrandt was strongly influenced by the 


Jewish population of Amsterdam, in whose quarters his studio 
and house could, up to now, be scen.. 

Dutch Jews of re modern times inc d the great painter 
Israéls, while among physicians was the'Wimous brain-surgeon, 
Dr. Oljenick, at Amsterdam,.to whom Ribbentrop, the Naz, 
when German Ambassador in London, sent his daughter for a 
brain operation, for this Jew was the only person in the world 
who could save ber. And he did. Happily Dr. Oljenick was 
now in the Dutch East Indies: otherwise he would have suffered 
now in a German concentration camp. Dacosta, the brilliant 
poct, Asser, the famous legal expert, and Querido, the writer: 
they all were Jews, and a glory of the Dutch people. , 

Through their whole history the many Dutch—he quoted Mr. 
Churchill's famous words with a small variation—owed so much 
to the few Jews. But Dutchmen showed their gratitude in this 
last year of war, with their protests against anti-Jewish measures 
by the invaders. In the spirit of faith his countrymen in 

olland continued the struggle. Here in England they did the 
same. And they were not downhearted while doing so; for, 
4o quote the Jewish declaration of faith, “ We solemnly declare 
our unshakable faith, in British victory, bringing freedom to all 
the peoples of the earth "’—that js, also to the Jewish people. 

Mrs. Sieff said that the Zionist Movement could truly be 
claimed the first “ back to the land "’ movement. The urge of 
the Jews to get back to the land, after 2,000 years of separation 
from it, was the real secret of the extraordinary results which 
had attended agricultural settlement in Palestine by a people 
more urbanised by force of circumstances than any other in the 
history of the world. Speaking of the contribution of Palestine 
to the war effort, she said that for some reason or other the 
signal contribution which Palestine was making had received 
neither due recognition nor just appreciation. 

Mrs. Siefl drew attention. also to the remarkable ignoring of 
the growing Arab-Jewish co-operation in Palestine; to tl® fact 
that the “ landless Arab" was a myth; and to the cqually 
remarkablt ignoring of the contribution of Palestinian Jewry 
to the war effort and the refusal of a Jewish Army. But they 
could neither be deterred nor discouraged. To go on building 
up the Jewish National Home on Jewish National Land was 
the symbol, not only of their firm belief in the future of the 
National Home, but of their inner knowledge and conviction 
that Great Britain and those who were fighting with her would 
emerge victorious from this gigantic struggle. 


The Campaign to date has raised £57,265. 
PROGRESS IN THE YOUTH EFFORT 


Throughout the country Zionist youth groups are pledging 
themselves to contribute personally at least one week's wages 
to the Palestine Victory Campaign, to collect in their home 
circle, from friends and relatives, a minimum of £10, and to 
work in whatever activities are undertaken by the local 
committee for the campaign. 

At a recent executive meeting of the Young People’s Com- 
mittee of the Jewish National Fund it was decided that this 
group would undertake the threcfold pledge mentioned above. 
The executive guaranteed a minimum contribution of £500 for 
land for the English Kibbutz. At a Palestine Evening held 
recently the campaign was launched by this committee, and a 
large number of pledges collected. 

A North London commitice, under the chairmanship of Miss 
Oiga Brahamis being formed, and hopes to raise at least 
£1,000. In West London a committee organised by Miss Ida 
Frochwaig and Mr. John White (now President of the Federa- 
tion of Zionist Youth) has been formed. In North-West and 
East London commitices are also being formed. At the annual 
conference of the F.Z.Y. in Leeds (reported elsewhere in this 
issuc) a resolution was passed which identified it with the 
pioncering spirit of our Chalutzim, and pledged itself on behalf 
of each chaver of the Federation to give to the campaign of 
the J.N.F..to help the chaverim in Eretz Yisracl.

MISUNDERSTANDINGS AND THEIR 
CORRECTION 


From Mr. SAMUEL LANDMAN . 


To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sir.—In common with a large number of your readers, | have 
followed with great interest your efforts to achieve Zionist unity. 
1 agree with the editorial comment in your issue of June 27 
that the statements recently made by Professor Brodetsky have 
not succeeded in allaying the disquiet which prevails among 
alt Zionists of goodwill regarding the deplorable disunity which 
exists at such a critical time. 

The position occupied by Professor Brodetsky as a member 
of the Zionist Executive, head of the Political Department of 
the Jewish Agency, and leader in Anglo-Jewry, gives him a 
unique opportunity and imposes upon him an obligation to take 
a definite step in the direction of achieving unity.

Professor Brodetsky refers to “ negotiations” and a 
generous offer of two seats on the Zionist Executive ” and to the 
resignation of two important Revisionist leaders, who, he states, 
were prepared ¢o accept the terms of unity offered. This state- 
ment clearly suggests that the Revisionists and the New Zionist 
Organisation are alone responsible for the obstacles to Zionist 
unity. In view of this suggestion I think Professor Brodeisky 
should have given further details, names, and dates, or not 
mentioned the matter at all.

Commonwealth of Nations. 

In these circumstances, it was but natural that he stress the 
words “ Faith” and “ Hope “—-those mighty key-words in 
the life of the spirit. Quoting the Biblical version of how 
Jeremiah, in faith, resolved to secure the family land, even 
though Jerusalem was beleaguered, Dr. Hertz pointed out what 
a remarkable justification for their proceedings that day 
was contained in that ancient act of faith. They too, were 
witnesses, and victims, of a terrible catastrophe that had befallen 
the Western peoples. There had been nothing like it since 
the I4th century, when the Black Death devastated Europe.

Black Death called the Nazi Terror, and Isracl's grim and 
ghastly agony wherever the Swastika flew also recalled the 
time of the Black Death. And yet, in. these times that trie@men's 
souls, they were assembled to give voice to their unshakable 
faith in the victory of Britain and her Allies. (Applause.) It 
was the immortal glory of God's Englishman—in Milton's 
immortal phrase--to be in the forefront of those who were 

_ fighting the battle of ahe Lord against the mighty. With the 
help of God, the issue of such battle would be the resurrection 
of all the nations now under the beel of Hitler. 

Alongside their faith in the cause and victory of Britain they 
paid their solemn homage that day to the ideal of the Jewish 
National Home in a free Palestine, in a free Palestine where 
there would be no domination of Arab by Jews, just as there 
would be no domination of Jew by Arab. They felt that the 
miracle of Jewish Palestine—the most outstanding constructive 
achievement in world affairs of the last half-century—had fully 
jusafied their dreams and sacrifices of the past, and would yet 
prove the’ salvation of large portions of their hounded European

Dutch Tribute to the Jews 


_ Dr. G. Bolkestein said that as the Dutch Minister of Educa- 
tion, Arts, and Sciences, be felt happy to have the opportunity 
to give ulterance, at that Yntcernational meeting of Jews of all 
countries, as to how Dutch culture had been indebted to the 
Duich Jews throughout the ages. To tell that completely, he 
sand, or at least sufficiently, would take him much time, and he 
therefore only mentioned some salicnt names and facts. The 
lasting influence of Jewish life, Jewish trade, Jewish talents, 
Jewish culture, started in the late 16th century and had remained 
till the present day. The next century, the 17th, was the most 
glorious of Dutch history. A famous French poet, trying to 
summarise that age of Dutch culture in two words, called it 
the age of the spirit of Spinoza and the palette of Rembrandt. 
The Jew Spinoza gave glory to the Dutch name. while the 
genius of the Dutch Rembrandt was strongly influenced by the

and house could, up to now, be seen. 

Dutch Jews of mpre modern times inckyged the great painter 
Israéls, while among physicians was the"@imous brain-surgeon, 
Dr. Oljenick, at Amsterdam,.to whom Ribbentrop, the Nazi, 
when German Ambassador in London, sent his daughter for a 
brain operation, for this Jew was the only person in the world 
who could save ber. And he did. Happily Dr. Oljenick was 
now in the Dutch East Indies; otherwise he would have suffered 
now in a German concentration camp. Dacosta, the brilliant 
poct, Asser, the famous legal expert, and Querido, the writer: 
they all were Jews, and a glory of the Dutch people. 

Through their whole history the many Dutch—he quoted Mr.

CENSUS OF FRENCH JEWS 
Tightening Up the Racial Laws 


All Jews in France, including those who may think they are 
entitled to exemption from the provisions of the Jew-laws, must 
comply with the instruction to register as Jews under the census, 
it was stated by Xavier Vallat, the French Commissioner for 
Jewish Affairs, an a Vichy broadcast. 

Exemptions from the Jew-laws would be granted, Vallat said, 
only under certain prescribed conditions, and would in any case 
be conditional on the applicants having duly registered under 
the census. 

Jewish employees in any type of work in France, even apart 


the purpose of clearing away the debris of tombed houses and 
repairing destroyed railways and roads. Many Jews are being 
arrested for having assisted the Red Army in its resistance to 
Hitler's hordes. cy are to be tried .by German military 
courts. 

Organised anti-Jewish excesses are reported from Lwow 
(Lemberg), the capital of Eastern Galicia. Ufrainian quislings 
helped the Nazis in their foul work. 

In Bulgaria, decrees have been issued by the Minister of the 
Interior providing for sharper measures against all alleged 
attempts by “foreign agents or irrespofsible persons” to 
disturb the security of the nation and the people's confidence 
in the militasy leadership through rumours. Particularly severe 
measures are to be taken against Jews engaging in such activities. 

in Hungary, the Government has ordered the igiernment of 
Sovict citizens and all Jews born in Soviet Polafd who are 
of Polish or Austrian origin. About 12,000 Galician Jews 
have already been interned. Hungarian Jews generally are 
in a state of panic owing to, the accusations hurled at them 
that they are actively assisting Russia and Britain. 

Both Hungary and Slovakia are conscripting Jews for force . 
labour. 

Thirty Communists. and Jews are reported to have been shot 
in Belgrade last week for “ anti-Nazi activities.” 

The Croat puppet Government has ordered the confiscation 
of 22 Jewish printing works, after the Nazis had accused the 
Jews of assisting Serb and Croat anti-Nazis in issuing anti- 
Nazi publications. 

As a result of Gestapo charges that Jews are using Synagogues 
for anti-Nazi propaganda mectings, a number of Synagogues in 
Athens and Salonika have been closed down by the Malian 
authorities. Local Jewish houses are being carefully watched 
by German and Italian agents secking to enforce a new order 
prohibiting the assembly of more than ten visitors in one house.

Children Nlust Face Raids 


The Nazt-eontroiled Rumanian Government has ordered 
the evacuation of all schoolchildren from Bycharest, follow- 
ing frequent attacks by the Russian Air’ Force. But tt 
stipulated that the order did not apply to Jewish school- 
children, whose evacuation from the city would not be 
allowed.

MANY JEWS ESCAPE 


[From a Correspondent] 


So tar, little news has reached Polish official circles and 
Polish Jewish quarters im Britain about the present situation 
in Poland, which, as in 1914, ts again a battleficld. One report 
coming through a neutral channel sdys that many Jews escaped 
trom Soviet-occupied Poland into Russia. There are indica- 
tions that the Soviet authorities actually assisted some Jews 
io proceed deeper into Russia. From Brest Litovsk, about 
200 Jewish families were given facilities to move far behind 
the lines. Some Jews also escaped from Vilnius before the 
Germans entered. The staff of the Jewish Institute (Yivo), 
it is reported, were evacuated to Moscow. In no way did the 
Soviet authorities hinder Jews from escaping, and in several 
places trains were provided for Jews and non-Jewish civilians 
who wished to go, 

trom Lwow, it is reported that young Jews and Poles between 
the @ecs of 20 and 40 were all asked to leave the city and oe. 
ceed with the retreating Soviet troops shortly before the city 
was evacuated. 


\ number of Jewish refugees from the war zone have already 
arrived in: Moscow, The Soviet auth®rities are taking care of 
them, and they are being rapidly transferred to the interior parts 
of Russia east of Moscow.

MorninG Posr reports that 
10,000,000 copies of Stalin's speech, in German, Hungarian, 
Rumanian, and Finnish, are being dropped from the air or 
otherwise disseminated among enemy troops. Half-a-million 
copies of appeals from German deserters are also being widely 
scattered over the enemy lines. Many copies are being printed 
of a German news sheet entitled “ The Soldier's Friend,” and 
of a Rumanian one called “* The People’s Voice.” A great 
number of anti-Hitler cartoons are also being forwarded to the

These charges are of a scrious nature, 
not only from the standpoint of condemning a race of people 
of American birth, but sho affecting the interest of our country 
in this particular time, when we are trying to strive as a unit 
for the protection and defence of the United States. If certain 
groups are using the Jewish minority as a scapegoat, the country 
and the American people should know, if it wishes to continue 
unity and tolerance in this couptry.” 
_A statement has been acm, by the Citizenship Educational

* NEW YORK TIMES’S’’ LAPSE ALLEGED 
“All the News That’s Fit to Print ’’? 


In the course of an article severely criticising the New York 
Times for discriminating against Jews in certain quarters, a 
writer in Zionews, the organ of the New Zionist Organisation, 
of New York, declares: 

“It so happened that the New York Times was founded 
by a Jew and is owned and controlled by assimilationist Jews. 
_™ For the information of those who do not know, an assimila- 
tionist Jew tries always to be more Catholic than the Pope in 
Rome. This is a fundamental feature in the mental make-up 
of an assimilationist regardless of whether he happens to be 
a Briush, American, German, or Russian Jew If sllustra- 
tions are needed, here they are: (a) Among several British 
High Commissioners that ruled Palestine for the last twenty 
peers, there *®as—one Jew—Lord Samuel (at that time Sir 
ferbert Samuel). He was by far the worst of the lot, as far 
as Jewish rights and interests in Palestine were concerned. 
Being a Jew, he gave in to the wildest and most_unjustificd 
demands of the Arabs, and ignored the clementary rights of 
the Jews. (b) In Russia we saw red assimilationisis, Jewish 
Communists, By now very few of thém play any role at all 
in the Saviet administration, but in the first years of the revo- 
lution they played a part. Being Jews, they recognised .and 
supported the national rights of every nationality in Russia, 
including the Kalmiks, Kirgizes, etc., but they were the most 
valiant persecutors of everything Jewish. (c) In the pre-Hitler 
Germany. the late Bertiner TaGestatr was leading 
newspaper in a great country; it was owned and controlled by 
assimilatienist Jews; it was also conscious of its * Jewishness ’ 
and therefore discriminated greatly against the Jews 

On April 27, 1941. the article declares, the New York Times 
published a leticr, spread over a full column, on the situation 
in the Middle East, over the signature of a Mr. F. J. Shatara, 
an Arab and a notoriois anti-Jewish agitator, whose contri- 
butrons have been published in anti-Semitic and pro-Nazi 
papers, This letter, the article alleges, was one string of dis-

ENDEK LEADER ARRIVES IN 
BRITAIN 


A Well-known Anti-Semite 


Tadeus Bielecki, leader of the Endeks, the foremost Polish 
anti-Semitic Party, has arrived in London and has taken‘ his 
seat on the Polish National Council. Bielecki's predecessor, 
as head of the Party, was Kowalski, notorious for his glorifi- 
cation of the murder of a young Jew by an Endek in 
Lodz. Bielecki took over the leadership of the Party in Poland, 
and carried out a vigorous anti-Jewish policy 

When the Polish National Council was called into being, 
he was given a seat on it as Endek representative, but alter 
France’s collapse he did not succeed in escaping together with 
the others. Finally he reached Lisbon. The Polish Govern- 
ment is reported to have sent a special messenger to arrange 
for Bieclecki’s journey to London. 

The Endeks seem glad to have their leader with them, and 
it has been arranged to increase activity on Party lines and 
traditions. The Endeks’ strength on the National Council, 
where they already have a strong representation, -will thus be 
enhanced and their influence on their Government increased.

“REFUGEE TOWN” NEAR LISBON ? 
Sequel to U.S.A. Ban — 


- The formation of a “ refugee town” not far from Lisbon is 
said to be under consideration. a 

Delegations representing the relief agencies are negotiating 
with the Portuguese police on a proposal whereby a small town 
outside Lisbon would be allotted to refugees, who would other- 
wise be imprisoned for overstaying the period for which they 
have permission to remain in the country, mainly because they 
have not received the United States visas promised to them. 

It is proposed that similar arrangements should also be made 
for persons served with expulsion orders who are unable to 
comply with them. 

A register of refugees in Lisbon who have been accorded 
but have not yet received, United States visas is being compiled 
by the Joint Distribution Committee and the Hicem. The cases 
are to be submitted to Washington, where a new inter-depart- 
mental committee, composed of representatives of the State, 
War, Navy, and Justice Departments, will in future pass on all 
applications before Consuls are allowed to issue visas. 
Affidavits will in future have to be accompanied by a full state- 
ment of the personal status and residence of all members of the 
applicant's immediate family, as well as detailed information 
about the applicant's political activities arid background. 


YUGOSLAV CHIEF RABBI’S ESCAPE 


Dr. Isaac Alkalay, Chief Rabbi af Jugoslavia, accompanied 
by his wife and daughter, has arrived in Istanbul, reports THe 
Times. Dr. Alkalay and his family left Belgrade after the 
Germans bombed the city, and his journey to Istanbul, made 
mostly on foot, took ten weeks. 

Unconfirmed reports were at one time current that Dr.

JEWS IN THE NEW EUROPE 


Their Position in Reconstructed Countries 
From the Rev. Dr. JAMES PARKES 


lo the Editor of THe JeEwtsH CHRONICLE 


Sir,—In considering the position of the Jews in a reconstructed 
Europe, it is essential to bear in mind two facets ot the present 
catastrophe. In many countries Jews have been demed real 
civic equality with the rest of the population. No solution would 
be tolerable in which a vestige of this civic inequality, remained, 
amd no country in which the Jews were regarded as second class 
citizens could be said to have entered into “ A New Age.” 

On the other hand, part. of the problem arises from what 
Jabotinsky called “the anti-Semitism of facts,” the economic and 
historic abnormality of the Jewish population, and, very often, 
of the non-Jewish population, which will need the control of a 
carefully planned reconstruction. In the process of this both 
Jews and non-Jews may have to submit to restrictions. But I 
think there is a fairly clear test as to whether these restrictions 
are justifiable. To be so, they must conform to two conditions: 

1. Restriction must be merely the reverse-side of thé encour- 
agement of some depressed group. 

2. Restrictions in any tield must be accompanied By assist- 
ance in some other field. 


if these conditions had been fulfilled in the last 20 years the’ 


situation in Eastern Europe would have been very different. In 
actual fact, réstrictions were Trequently placed on Jews simply 
out of anti-Semitism: and, where restrictions on Jews were the 
reverse of an otherwise justifiable policy, no attempt was made 
to balance them with parallel encouragement. 

I raise these points because some ot my Jewish friends have 
suggested that some senténces dealing with this subject in my 
Oxford pamphict on “ The Jewish Question" (page 23) might 
be misquoted for anti-Semitic purposes

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AN EXAMPLE TO THE 
NATIONS 


THE Victory Campaign, launched by the Jewish 
National Fund, has made an auspicious start, and there 

be no doubt that the final result of this appeal for 
funds wherewith to increase the area of Jewish 
nationally-owned land in Palestine will do credit alike 
to Jewish generosity and Jewish prescience. When all 
is said and done, it remains true that the surest guarantee 
of progress for the Jewish National Movement, or of 
any future for it at all, lies, and can only lie, in its close 
association with the soil of the Homeland. That is, 
and must be, the essence of Zionist policy. It ts the 


practical test of the Zionist faith. It is the pledge. 


of its ultimate triumph. 

What appear to be new and revolutionary currents 
of thought are to-day sweeping through the world. 
They affect social relationships and the entire inter- 
national system. No one can say what the world will 
be like when they have wrought the full effects of 
their influence. Only one thing can be postulated with 
some certainty. The pre-war obsessions of national 
isolation will have been replaced by a realisation of 
the interdependence of peoples. The war is driving 
home that truth with bomb and bayonet. It is the fate 
of all humanity that is at stake in this struggle, and it 
is by its service to humanity almost as much, if not 
actually as much, as by its service to its own citizens 
that every State will in future be judged. 

Looked at from that angle, which is indeed the only 
practical way of approaching such matters to-day, the 
Zionist enterprise—the rebuilding of the Jewish Home- 
land—can invite with no anxiety the sternest scrutiny. 
lt hungers for land not only because land ts the primary 
instrument of its success but because it is land which 
gives it its whole meaning. It does not seek, as do the 
thievish practitioners of the Nazi new order, to obtain 
land by robbery, but acquires it by the peaceful, lawful, 
and honest process of free exchange. In secking the 
reunion of people and soil it shows to a sick world 
one way to restored health. It proclaims the true 
foundations of a sane and ordered society. And in 
doing so it can summon to its aid its own Jewish laws 


‘which prevailed in Palestine many centuries ago—in 


particular the laws of the Jubilee, designed to prevent 
the divorce of the people from the land. Perhaps 
there is nothing so very new and revolutionary in this 
social conception. Once again, it is from Zion that the 
Law of social security and happiness goes forth. 

There is another important aspect of this Jewish land- 
hunger and its method of satisfaction. All the land that 
is purchased by the Jewish National Fund, every dunam 
that -will be purchased out of the proceeds of the 
Victory Campaign, will remain in the perpetual posses- 
sion of the Jewish people as a people. It will be 
leased; but it cannot be alienated. Too bitterly m the 
course of the millennia have we Jews learnt. the tragic 
consequences of divorce from our own lahd to permit 
abuse of land ownership in this new-old nation we are 
seeking to rebuild. However many mistakes may have 
been made in secking faithfully to implement this 
principle, however many may yet be made by imper- 
fect men in their struggle towards better ways, the sub- 
lime truth and grandeur of this ideal is emphasised ever 
more strongly as mankind struggles on through the 
difficulties of these present days. No’ factor has 
operated with more deadly effect in blocking progress 
in the Near East than unconscionable land-laws 
and land dealing. Under this new yet. ancient Jewish 
ethical system the breed of greedy moneylenders, the 
curse of the Arabs and other cultivators, is banished, 


and a limit is set to the years of activity of the hungry 


brood of speculators. Nothing is allowed to come 
between the small cultivator and the precious acres of 
his truly holy land. These, and the heroic exertions of 
the young Jewish pioneers, and the success they have 
wrested from desolation, are among the things which, 
moderately but firmly, Jews can hold up-as forming, to 
use the Chief Rabbi's words at Tuesday's Campaign 
gathering, a miracle and the most outstanding construc- 
tive achievement in world affairs of the last half-century. 
If saving itself, in making, so far as hostility and 
timidity permit, at least one corner of the world an 
oasis of Jewish content and happiness, the Yishuv has 
made, and will by its example make still more in the 
future, if permitted, a notable and indeed noble con- 
eee to the progress and the happiness of all man- 


Meanwhile, the arrival of Mr. Lyttelton in Cairo 
seems to have been the signal for the innumerable 
political intriguiers of the Near East to turn their shoes 


towards the Nile and get busy. This member of the 
British War Cabinet, one may be sure, will be beset 
by personal appeals more or less subtle and advice 
more or less disinterested. As one not, so far as Is 
known, conversant with the complexities of the 
Palestine problem, he may well find himself at a dis- 
advantage, and suffer his perspective to be distorted by 
those ingenious methods in which the political activists 
in those parts are often adept. It is to be hopefully 
anticipated, therefore, that the spokesmen of the Jewish 
cause are not standing idly by. They have, to support 
them, the historic pledge of Britain's word and the 
achievements of ‘Jewry in playing its part. And 
amongst the more decisive arguments may be included 
the power of the Jews of this country to offer an 
increasing Jewish stake in Palestine’s soil, indicative of 
the Jew's determination not to be robbed of his 
patrimony and his future. Dunams are more convinc- 
ing than diatribes. Deeds speak louder than declara- 
tions of faith. And a resounding response to the Victory 
Campaign will be an intimation which statesmen will 
understand and future generations not regret. At least 
as far as it lies in the power of those who can support 
the Jewish National Fund, they will, it may be hoped, 
not allow ‘the Yishuv, the one feather in the cap of 
modern progress, to be sunk in the welter of ghastly 
political failures. 


THE RUSSIAN-POLISH RAPPROCHEMENT 


Hircer’s volte-face with relation to the Soviet is having 
one striking result. It is bringing Russia and. Poland 
nearer together than they have been for many a year. 
The icy barrier that so long divided them—a barrier across 
which not even the imminence of the German attack 
two years ago could persuade the Poles to grant the 
Russians a right of way for Polish defence—has crumbled 
under the impact of the new war against a now common 
enemy. Polish Premier and Russian Ambassador have 
been meeting in consequence. Proposals looking to a 
rapprochement have been put forward by both sides and 
each of the parties is believed to be solicitous fo: an 
agreement. This agreement, if- it comes, and if imple- 
mented by an Allied victory, clearly opens up a new vista 
of far-reaching political possibilities, and introduces a 
fresh factor of incalculable importance for post-war 
Europe, upon which speculation is certain increasingly 
to fasten, 


OPPORTUNITIES TO BE WATCHED 


A MUTUALLY friendly Russia and Poland would, for one 
thing, lay a greater and more lasting restraint on German 
banditry than almost any other arrangement of which one 
can conceive. Ht would also mean, of course, that the lame 
Jewish Communities of the two countries—which may 
number anything between three and five millions—would 
be freed from the rdle of penalisation by each side because 
of their association, real or imaginary, with the other. 
Poland and. Russia, with their mental horizons widened 
by comradeship with the Democracies in this life-and-death 
Struggle, might form broader views of human values and 
rights, from which Jews and non-Jews alike would benefit. 
Large tracts in the fields of suspicion and dislike would be 
replaced by greater confidence and a feeling of brother- 
hood. All this, of course, lies in the future and is still 
dependent on the fortunes of war. But it is well to keep 
so fair a prospect in mind even in the ugly circumstances 
of the present struggle, and Jews in this country and 
America, who are studying the future of European Jewry, 
should not be the least vigilant of observers.

PARLIAMENT, which has rendered excellent service by its 
outspoken but constructive criticisms during the war and 
thus demonstrated the value of democratic institutions, 
showed itself no less frank in its recent discussion of the 
work of the Ministry of Information. At the bottom of 
its strictures was, no doubt, the feeling that there was a 


lack of the dynamism and drive, of the clever thrust, and _ 


the understanding of the art of popular appeal, which have 
characterised Nazi propaganda in foreign countries. There 
was no denial of the fact that the strict truth of British 
propaganda, though slow in fruition, is gradually asserting 


ws power not only in Germany but in other foreign 


countries. In course of time, the fantastic but cunning 
lic fails of effect, and the old tag that “ truth is great, and 
will prevail,” justifies itself, But that does not mean that 
militancy and resource, and, in particular, resources, should 
not be employed to the very fullest extent. 


NEGLECTED RESOURCES 


IN this connection it is fair to assert that available Jewish 
assistance haS not been used anything like as fully as 
it might have been in the presentation of the Allies’ case. 
It cannot be denied that what Dr. Parkes calls “ historic 
abnormality ~ and the enforced peregrinations which have 
resulted in Jews “seeing the world” have not only given 
them unique knowledge of, and interest in, international 
relationships, but also an understanding of other peoples’ 
mentality and a command of various languages which 
make them ideal channels of propagandist effort. These 
facts may not be present tothe mind of a harassed Minister 
of Information, and, as veteran performers of thé part 
of scapegoat, Jews must sympathise with Mr. Duff Cooper, 
who seems to have been cast for. a similar réle. But it is 
to be hoped. that this matter of exploiting Jewish assistance 
will at gny rate be considered by him in a spirit of 
enterprise. 


MINORITIES IN THE NEW EUROPE 


Discussine the position of the Jews in a reconstructed - 


Europe, that proven friend of the Jewish people, Dr. James 
Parkes, declares emphatically in a letter in this issue that 
the civic inequality from which Jews have suffered in many 
countries must be swept clean away. He goes on to argue, 
however, that part of the problem arises from the 
“economic and historic abnormality of the Jewish popula- 
tion, and, very often, of the non-Jewish population, which,” 
he says, “will need the control of a carefully planned 
reconstruction.” In the process, he continues, both Jews 
fnd non-Jews may have to submit to restrictions. But, to 
be justifiable, restcictions must be “ merely the reverse side 
of the encouragement of some depressed group,” and “must 
be accompanied ty assistance in some other field.” For 
these propositions it would certainly be possible to make 
out an arguable case. There is, however, another proposi- 
tion which must be added: Restriction and compensation 
must not be confined to any one particular class of the 
population, but all must be subject to them. The reason 1s 
obvious. Any Community specially singled out for treat- 
ment of the kind referred to would immediately drop to 
the status af second-class citizens and, in the case of Jews, 
become the target of enemies who would boastfully claim 
that everything they had said about or urged concerning 
Jews had been triumphantly vindicated. Any State can 
legislate as it pleases, within ethical and reasonable bounds, 
for the whole of its people. It cannot jlistly discriminate 
against particular sections of its people—even with com- 
pensation thrown in—without inviting strife and suffering. 


AN UNFORTUNATE M.P.! 


REFERRING to comments in this paper a fortnight ago on 
his citations of Mr. Sieff's full “Christian,” or, rather, 
Jewish names—Israel Moses—in two questions he put in 
Parliament, Mr. R. R. Stokes, M.P., now informs us that 
on previous occasions he has been officially “tripped up” 
for omitting these particulars. It is gratifying to receive 
this explanation, which shows that he was not malevolent, 
but only a little unfortunate seeing that the insistence on 
Mr. Sieffs complete Jewish nomenclature was a favourite 
trick of the Fascist propagandists before and in the early 
part of the war. It is only a pity that Mr. Stokes should 
appear to offer ground, however flimsy, for misunder- 
Standing by the assiduous, though no doubt legitimate, 
interest he evinces in the Fascists and others suspected of 
pro-Nazism who have been interned under Regulation 18s. 


ETHNOLOGY OR VITUPERATION ? ' 


It 1s all, as we say, so unfortunate! But public men have 
to take human_trailties into account. He tells us that he 
Strongly objects to our attempting to give the impression 
that he is in the least against “ the unfortunate members of 
your race who have been so villainously and barbarously 
treated in Europe recently.” But as he also tells us that 
cuttings which he constantly receives appear to assume that 
he is against the Jews, it would seem that THe Jewisn 
CHRONICLE ts not alone in its regrettable supposition. He 
concludes, however, with the point that he is utterly

an excuse “for bringing misery and for infringing the rights 
of other people who are, in fact, themselves the true 
Semites.” The fact that he is against “the Hittite Euro- 
pean who is now attempting to invade the indigenous 
Semites of Palestine “+-whatever that curious phrase may 
mean, or whatever its innuendo—has nothing to do, he 
says, with the allegation of anti-Semitism. It is regrettable 
that his excursions into the speculative realm of ethnology. 
and his delusion about Arab “ misery,” or its causes, should 
blind him to the virtues of the greatest plan yet proposed 
for softening the sorrows of Hitler's victims, with whom 
he sympathises so.much! 


Tue “ Allied Volunteers ” section of ‘the A.T.S. numbers 
among its members not only girls from Allied and neutral 
countries but refugees from Nazi tyranny. The latter 
class naturally includes many Jewesses, perhaps a majority 
of the total; and a considerable proportion had in earlier 
days been victims of the “ intern the lot” frenzy. The more 


humane and saner policy now adopted has been vindicated ° 


by its extraordinary success. As an interview with Mrs. 
L.. L. Cohen in another part of this issue shows, the girls, 
restored to freedom and useful work, have become 
enthusiastic over the. opportunity given them to serve this 
country, as well as genuinely delighted at the treatment 
they are receiving. On the other side, their kindly and 
understanding British officers are no less delighted with 
the gris, and all are knit in a harmonious sisterhood for 
the national good. There is an obvious temptation to 
moralise over this glamorous transformation, this change 
from brooding and idle captivity to freedom, gladness, and 

neficent service. Not without good. reason vigorout 
criticism was brought to bear on the follies and mistakes 
which on occasion marked the handling of the refugee 
problem, especially when indiscriminate internment was 
indulged in and obstinacy sought to perpetuate this in 
far too many 4&ses. But the fact is that, thanks to Parlia- 
ment and Press, the error has been signally retrieved, and. 
the story remains, now and for future generations, a most 
eloquent revelation of the contrast between the methods 
of a Democratic State and the brutality and hate churned 


out by the “New Order” of unspeakable Continental 
despotism.

It can now be stated that in a recent air-raid on Man- 
chester, the Synagogue of the Manchester Congregation of 
British Jews in Park Place was completely burnt out. For- 
tunately there was no boss of life, but almost everything 
inside the Synagogue was destroyed in the fire. 

The Congregation immediately. acquired temporary accom- 
modation at the Cheetham Assembly Rooms, where regular 
services are now held. Preaching at one of these services, the 
Rev. P. Selvin Goldberg (Minister of the Congregation) said 
that for almost 80 years the Park Place Synagogue had been 
a monument of progressive Jewry in Manchester Within 
its walls some of the noblest families in Anglo-Jewry had offered 
their devotions to the Almighty. From its pulpit some of 
ihe most saintly ahd learned men gave out their messages of 
faith, hope, and Kindliness. The names of Lawrence Mark 
Simmons, Professor Dr. Woolf, Harry Lewis, and Jacob Phillips 
would be remembered with iove and gratitude by te whole ol 
Manchester Jewry inside Park Place Synagogue charitable 
work to a degree of which few were cognisant, was for many 
years carried on by the Sustentation Fund, the Dorcas Socicty 
and the Social Circle A wuhique institution in the shape o 
the voluntary choir was built up, and it gained much prominence 
by winning awards at Tue Jewisn Crronicte Musical Festival. 
* Although all these memories, as represented by the Synagogue, 
have been blotted out by the Nazi barbarity,” said the Minister

‘THE PALESTINE CITRUS CRISIS 


Government to Aid Industry 


{By our Lobby Correspondent) 


Mr. George Hall, Under-Secretary for the Colonies, in a state- 
ment in the House of Commons on Wednesday on action taken 
by His Majesty's Government to assist the Colonial Depend- 
encies in the disposal*of export surpluses, referred to citrus 
fruit in Palestine. It was impossible, he said, to ship any of the 
citrus crop for 1940-1941 to its normal market in the United 
Kingdom and to Continental Europe, and although every effort 
was made to increase the local and neighbouring market, the 
bulk of it was unsaleable. In order to enable growers to carry 
an, however, the Palestine Government, with the approval of 
His Majesty's Government, had arranged for advances to be 
made through the bank against the 1941-1942 crop up to an 
amount not exceeding £510,000. Other advances totalling 
£100,000 have been authorised to assist the development of 
other forms of agricultural production. The utilisation of part 
of the crop in the manufacture of ascorbic acids is planned. 
Oranges cannot, of course, & stored. 


LORD STONEHAVEN’S DISLIKES 
A Diplomat of the Old School ? 


Viscount Stonehaven spoke in a debate on the diflomatic 
service last week in the House of Lords. He said that diplomats 
could only play the hand that was dealt to them by the Govern- 
ment at home and they had had a mighty raw deal for a good 
many years past. He noted that for seven years the Germans 
had had the same Minister in Bagdad, a man who had used 
his great abilities in advancing German interests and the German 
point of view. During the same time we had been represented 
by three or four different men, and we had queered our pitch 
so far as the Moslems were concerned by the Balfour Declara- 
tion. Not only had we been handicapped by having antagon- 
ised the whole Mosiem world, but also we had not given our 
men time enough to establish themselves in the community 
among which they were living. Lord Stonehaven also attacked 
the League of Nations, He thought it said a great deal for 
the vigour and vitality of the Diplomatic Service that it had 
survived 20 years of the activities of the League of Nations. 
During the nefarious activities of that institution more atten- 
tion had been paid to speeches made by politicians and to 
resolutions passed by the League than to the dispatches sent 
home by Ministers abroad.

ITALIANS AND A CAMP ASSAULT 


Mr. FE. A. Raproro. (C., Rusholme, Manchester) asked 
whether the Home Secretary's attention had been drawn to 
rioting, after heavy drinking, by certain Italians interned at 
Douglas, Isle of Man, in celebration of the anniversary of 
Italy's entry into the war, during which one Ltalian said to 
be loyal to Britain was seriously injured: why discipline was so 
lax that heavy drinking was permitted: and whether internees 
well supplied with money were compelled to pay for their keep. 

Mr. Morrison replied that there was no ground for the 
allegation that there had been rioting or heavy drinking among 
the internees, and the wide circulation which had been given to 
these allegations was much to be regretted. An internee was 
assaulted on June 11 by three other internees. Those offenders 
had been convicted by the court at Douglas, and each sentenced 
to six months imprisonment with hard labour. As for the 
Suggestion that persons whom the Government had interned 
should be compelled to pay for their keep if they were able to 
do so, its impracticability’ had been” explained previously. 
Apart from other considerations, such a proposal would be 
im direct conflict w@h the Prisoners of War Convention, and 
undertakings had been given by the British, German, and 
Italian Governments that civilian internees w@uld be treated 
in accordance with the spirit of its provisions. 


INTERNED COMMUNIS!IS 


Miss Ratusone (Ind., English Universities) asked the Home 
Secretagy whether, in view of the changed political situation, 
he would review the cases of those aliens whose release from 
internment or trom detention under Regulation 12a had been 
refused only on the ground that they were suspected of Com- 
munist activities Or propaganda injurious to the war effort. 

Mr. Morrison: If among the aliens who are at present 
interned there are persons who, though they were previously 
unwillrng to assist the Allied war effort, are now genuinely pre- 
pared to co-operate in the promotion of victory for the Allicd 
cause, | shall be ready to review such cases whenever evidence 
of a change of attitude becomés available. 

Miss Rathbone asked how any more evidence could become 
available while they were still in internment. Could not the 
cases be reviewed pn the statements already put in on their 
behalf? 

Mr. Morrison: The hon. Lady will be aware that internces of 
this character, while in a greater ‘or leSSer degree being in 
opposition to the Nazi regime, were not necessarily friends ot 
the Allied cause, and it is that which really must be the test 
for release from internment in these cases. 


AMERICANS AND OTHER FOREIGNERS 


The Duke of Devonshire replied in the House of Lords ior 
the Home Ollice to a proposal by Lord Davies which would 
give favoured treatment to U.S.A. citizens in this country. 
“| do not want to belittle for one mofhent the immense value 
of the help that we’are getting from America,” said the Duke, 
“ but T think it would make things too e&sy tor Hitler's secret 
service if the fact of being an American automatically gave 
a man a free run of this country... The Home Secretary, he 
added, had told the police that those foreigners in whose case 
there was a presumption that their sympathies were with this 
country in the present war must be dealt with sympathetically 
and generously. The police had also been given instructions 
that the posséssion of either Allied or American nationality 
raised in itself a strong, although not necessarily conclusive, 
Presumption of sympathy with our cause at the present time. 


BROADCASTS TO ITALY 


A criticism made in the propaganda debate in the House of 
Commons by Mr. G. Srrauss (Lab., North Lambeth) was that 
in our broadcasts to Italy there was hardly ever reference 
to the fact that this was a fight against Fascism. In Italy 
there must plainly be millions of people who loathed the 
burdens and sacrifices which Fascism had imposed upon them. 
Why did we not appeal to that hatred among the Italian 
people? For some reason—he did not know what—we 
apparently refrained from doing sg. Incidentally the B.B.C. 
seemed very loath to use the services of Italian Liberals and 
Socialists in this country in broadcasts to the Etalian people. 
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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


The Brotherhood of Man 


| N correspondence with a pupil at school, I recently 


asked this question: What have Jews and what has 

Judaism contributed towards the ideal of human 
brotherhood? There may possibly be others who will 
fécl their pride justified and their hopes revived by an 
attempt at an answer. Some may even realise afresh the 
responsibility which rests upon us all, and so feel humbler 
and less satisfied with their own share in this great task. 

There are six different ways in which Jews and Judaism 
have helped to keep this ideal before the modern world 

(1) The unit of social life is the family. The sanctity 
and beauty of Jewish home life need no emphasis for 
Jews, seeing that it is, even to-day, the admiration, perhaps 
sometimes even the envy, of our neighbours. The institu- 
tion of the Sabbath, the constant presence of religious 
duties and symbols in the home, and in particular the Friday 
evening atmosphere, show forth at their best an example 
of peace, of mutual confidence, and of love. There are 
other wants to be fulfilled before international brother- 
hood can be attained; but there are none greater than 
these, none more indispensable than the unity of the family, 
upon which the world rests, for the spirit of a people is 
in its homes. 

(2) Judaism has always been above and independent of 
national boundaries, and true religion, as the Jew conceives 
it, should never be the concern of the State. Therefore 
it was his religious faith and practice which made the Jew 
international in the noblest sense of that word. Just as 
in time Jewish life has been disdainful of historical events, 
so in place, while he has. become and remained a loval 
citizen of his own country, wherever that might be, the 
Jew is a citizen of the world, because he is taught eternally 
that all men are brothers. 

(3) The materialism of the modern Jew is'a_ passing 
phase. He its not yet immune to the poisons which 
infect his neighbours of the modern world, but the real 
soul of the Jew ts intellectual and artistic; and because he 
has ever been taught to search after truth which is inde- 
pendent of race or country or creed, he has, with all his 
failures, paved the way for the unity of mankind. 

(4) The conception of peace ts a Jewish ideal, and it 
is the hope which ts our most oft-repeated prayer. The 
use of force is alien to our nature. The more our destiny 
has deprived us of the material means of conquest, the 
more surely and consistently have we taught men that the 
world can be conquered by righteousness which alone 
exalteth a nation, by justice, and by the love of our nergh- 
bours. Freedom within the moral law is the condition 
of peace between the nations, as it is between man and man. 

‘S) No people has taught through the ages more faith- 
fully and more practically the ideal of democracy. When 
the Jew came to realise, after the destruction of the Temple, 
his true destiny m the world, he abolished the priesthood, 
reiected sectarianism, and wandered through the world 
proclaiming everywhere the equality of all men under the 
lorah, He found in his teaching a gentle tolerance of the 
opinions of others which put to shame all other religious 
svstems; and to-day he looks with abhorrence upon the 
persecution of men by reason of their faith, whether 
political or religious. While setting, in all countries, an 
example of ‘lovalty and reverence for earthly rulers, the 
lew has daily proclaimed his allegiance to the King of 
Kines, the Father, not of Israel alone, but of all mankind. 

(6) The Jew has seen in the Mosaic law the stern duty to 
respect the human being as such. The teaching that the 
stranger shall live with thee as thine own gave rise to the 
conception of a united humanity and an ultimate reconcilia- 
tion of all nations under the fatherhood of God. To found 
the kingdom of God upon earth was the real meaning of 
the injunction to “love thy neighbour as thyself.” This 
kingdom was to be not merely a legal state, but a human 
brotherhood, It was to be built, not as a result of power 
and conquest, not by the victory of the strong over the 
weak, but by “ good deeds,” by unremitting service for the 
community, by constant obedience to the Divine Covenant 
written upon the hearts of men. In this great task the 
Jew was taught to set himself apart, not because of any 
superior claims to Divine favour, but because of one special 
qualification for leadership in which he has always 
excelled: suffering. 


S° long as the struggle towards the ideal ot the brother- 
hood of man remains undefeated, the Jew will live on 
to point the way. So long as justice, moral freedom, and 
lovinekindness still stand as the conditions of liberty and 
peace, the Jew himself will remain undefeated and unbowed. 
With a humility which is difficult for him to attain, and 
with a pride for which he may well be forgiven, the Jew 
points the world to a saying of one of his ancient prophets: 
“not by might, nor by power, but by my spirit, saith the 
Lord.” Just as force divides men, so the spirit can unite 
them. This is the Jewish message to the warring world of 
to-day. for he who believes truly in the Unity of God 
cannot do otherwise than believe in the unity of mankind. 
It is an ideal which cannot be rejected because all attempts 
to fulfil it have so far failed. It is a stern command; it 
is the ultimate aim of all morality. The Jew has always 


realised it. He has been crucified countless times because 


of his faith in it. He is going through the fire for it to-day. 
He is fortified because he believes in God and in man, 
and because the old promise is still being whispered in 
his ears: “ when thou walkest through the fire, thou shalt 
not be burned.” He is further strengthened in his agony 
and his sorrows bv the knowledge that he is no loneer 
alone. Great peoples and noble minds stand by his side. 
It is a great company which no fire can consume and no 
enemies defeat.

TAXIMAN’S COURAGE IN BLITZ 
Helped the Home Guard 


The coolness and helpfulness of a Jewish taxi-driver during 
a recent London blitz have brought bim a letter of appreciation 
from the Officer Commanding a City of London Home Guard 
Battalion. 

Driver N. Kaliski, known as Nat Kay, of Darenth Road, 
London, N.16, had just taken a passenger to an address im 
the City soon after midnight when H.E. bombs began to fall 
and he drove towards his home. There was no other trathe 
in sight, and bombs were fallhag all around. Three members 
of the Home Guard gomg on duty stopped the tau: and asked 
Kay to take them to their headquarters, which he did without 
demur. One of them on the way explained that they had no 
money for the fare and that the driver should apply to their 
CO. for it. “ Beine an ex-Serviceman myself,” Kav 
“| thought it my duty to take these Home Guard boys along 
irrespective of that, even though [| thought ut a thousand -to- 
one chance of our getting through without bemg hit Bombs 
and shell-splinters were falling, and buildings were burning, 
but by a miracle we got through all right.” 

The officers in charge offered Kay a hot drink and just as 
he was going to sip it a high-explosive bomb smashed up the 
Battalhion’s headquarters Trapped by the debris, he managed to 
crawl down some steps and met some members of the Home 
Guard. Guided by an officer's electric torch, Kay led the Home 
Guardsmen down another flight of stairs into some near-by 
grounds Biecding from cuts and covered with debris he 
nevertheless drove two Home Guards to a hospital, where he 
himself was also attended to and detained for a short time 

Then he drove back to the headquarters, taking a corperal 
and a Home Guard voluntcer, to help in rescuc work, bul was 
finally sent home to rest by an officer

THE CHIEF RABBIS OF ENGLAND 


The Rev. Michael Adler need not be sorry that the Chief Rabbi 
* repeated the assertion of his predecessor by declaring at the 
meeting of the West London Hospital that his office existed in 
England in the days of King John.’ He is not justified in 
stating that “there is not the slightest evidence for this asser- 
tion.” or even in his claim to have proved in the “ Jews of 
Mediaeval England“ that “ the presbyter Judeorum was not a 
Rabbi, but a rich layman, who presided over the Jewish 
Exchequer ” or that “ the Magistri Legis were alone recognised 
as the ecclesiastical authorities of Anglo-Jewry.’ Chief Rabbi 
Hermann Adler, following Coke and Selden, Joseph Jacobs, 
and Dr. Gross, included the Archpresbyters in his historical 
survey of “Chief Rabbis of England.’ He meant that the 
Archpresbyter, though not a salaried official (no Rabbis had 
salaries till the 14th century) was the ecclesiastical as well as 
lay head of his Community. Canon Stokes, relying on Prynne, 
who seems to have changed his own opinion on the subject, 
believed that during the 13th century no Archpresbyter was a 
Rabbi. but that the office was purely a Jay one. The late Mr. 
Herbert Loewe and the Rev. Michael Adler follow Stokes, and 
dogmatically pooh-pooh any other view. In the seventh chapter 
of my “London,” in the Jewish Communities serics of the 
Jewish Publication Society (Philadelphia, 1930) the Arch- 
presbyter is dealt with at some length. From Jewish sources 
it was shown that the 13th century Archpresbyters, Jacob of 
London, Josce of London, Magister Elias and Hagin were all 
Rabbinical scholars or authors. Only Aaron of York (12359- 
1243) does not appear to be a Rabbi, but his delegate, specially 
mentioned in Aaron's charter of appointment, was a Rabbi, the 
famous.

EXPERTS RELEASED FROM 
PIONEER CORPS 


Alien Dectors for R.A.M.C. 


Tt is reported that the Pioneer Corps is now being combed 
for men with technical qualifications who could be of more 
use in other branches of the Army, says the EVENING 
STANDARD. 

Hundreds of aliens who have been released from internment 
and accgpted for the Pioneer Corps because they have satisfied 
the authorities that they wish to serve the Allied cause will be 
among those considered. Details of every man who has any 
technical qualifications are being collected by commanding 
officers and sent to the War Office. 

Many men who have been engaged on manual labour since 
they entered the Pioneer Corps will be drafted to the Royal 
Engineers. A number of alien medical men serving with the 
Pioneers may be found special work with the Royal Army 
Medical Corps. According to the Dairy Skercn these will 
mainly serve as assistants, without commissions. 

About 200 alicns who had been interned in Canada for the 
past year have been brought back to Britain for enlistment in 
the Pioneer Corps, says the Jewish Telegraphic Agency. They 
arrived last week at the Isle of Man, where some of them 
were formerly interned. 


REFUGEES AID BRITISH INDUSTRY 


The substantial economic benefits that have accrued to Britain 
from the arts ‘and -industries of refugees are detailed in an 
attractively illustrated pamphiet, “‘ The Refugees and Industry,” 
which has been published by the Christian Council for Refugees 
from Germany and Central Europe, the organisation which co- 
ordinates the refugee work of the Anglican, Roman Catholic, 
and Free Church bodies in Great Britain. 

The pamphlet describes the development of the Government's 
trading estates, established some years before the war, on which 
are now nearly 100 refugee undertakings, capitalised at not less 
than £500,000, and all employing British labour: while nearly 
as Many again are only awaiting an opportunity to make a start. 
Most of the capital has been provided by the refugees them- 
selves. Many of the commodities now manufactured on the 
estates by refugee enterprise are new to this country, or are 
being devcloped on new lines, and for most of them there is a 
big cxport demand, built up whén the refugees were manu- 
facturing in their own countries. 

The contribution made by refugees to the manufacture of war 
materials (details.of which cannot be given at present) is also 
substantial, and numerous concerns that once flourished in the 
Reich have been transplanted. Many of those refugee industries 
are still only in the jnitial stages, but in the aggregate they 
employ at least 20,000 British workers. 

As employees, the refugees are receiving the highest praise 
from industrialists, and the demand for their labeur increases 
as the war effort expands. In agriculture, too, they play a 
useful part, and farmers are eagerly pressing for more refugee 
labour.

*. ISLE OF MAN WAS BOMBED 


It is now revealed that bombs fell recently on the Isle of 
Man. where. as is well known, thousands of enemy aliens 
are interned. 

Three friendly aliens—from Berlin, Vienna, and Munich—have 
becn appointed to posts in the architects department of 
Walthamstow Education Committee. The appointments were 
made from nine friendly aliens recommended for interviews by 


the Ministry of Labour. It was stated in the Press that no . 


British citizens could be found to fill the posts. 


Because of ill-health Lord Lytton has resigned the chaimman- 
ship of the Council on Aliens, a body attached to the Forcign 
Office which advises the Government on matters relating to 
aliens’ welfare. It was set up last August. 


SPANISH AND PORTUGUESE 
CONGREGATION 


Use of Synagogue by Members of 
the Great ”’ 


Mr. David Vaz Nunes da Costa, President of the Elders, 
presided last week over a meeting of the Elders of the Spanish 
and Portuguese Congregation at the offices in Bevis Marks. 

Mr. Alfred Isaacs, Parnas Presidente, said the catastrophe 
which the Ashkenazi Community had suffered by the destruction 
by fire of the Great Synagogue in Duke's Place led the Mahamad 
to manifest theif deep sympathy in the most practical form 
possible, and with the unanimous concurrence of the Elders 
who were available at the moment, they offered the temporary 
use of their Synagogue in Bevis Marks by worshippers of the 
Great Synagogue on Friday evenings and Sabbath afternoons, 
on alternate Sabbath mornings, and on the second day of the 
Holy Days. 

They had been privileged to welcome at Bevis Marks the 
former worshippers at Duke’s Place—though few in numbers— 
at their own services, while they would, in accordance with 
their offer, be able fo use the Synagogue for the members of 
their congregation on alternate Sabbaths, on Kippur Day, and 
the first days of Rosh Hashana, and other Holy Days. 

After Mr. Charles Sebag-Monitefiore had expressed the pleasure 
of the ¢ongregation at the action which the Mahamad had 
taken, the Elders endorsed it. 

A letter was read by Mr. Joseph N. Nabarro from Mr. Lionel 
de Rothschild, -in which the latter expressed the warm thanks 
and appreciation of the members of the Great Synagogue. 

A report on the affairsg@of the Ramsgate Synagogue and 
College, together with the accounts, was presented by Mr. 
Charles Sebag-Montefiore, and adopted by the Elders. 

in response to an invitation from the Joint Emergency Com- 
mittee for the Religious Education of Jewish Children from 
tondon to appoint a representative of the congregation, Mr. 
Frank Hassan was elected for the ensuing 12 months. It was 
also agreed that a gtant of £25 for the current year be made 
to that committee from the funds of the Synagogue. 

Mr. Jacob Cohen was elected as a Levantador,

up with honest co-operation between all sections of the Jewish 
people. Enormous constructive, internal Jewish statesmanship 
would be required. ‘ 

The Board was already in contact, on the European problems 
involved, with representatives of the various “ Governments in 
Exile now in England, and with representatives of various 
sections of the Jewish populations of the countries im question. 
Emphasising that the oppression of the Jews in Poland by the 
Nazis had been so vastly more inhuman than that cven.of the 
non-Jews there, Prof. Brodetsky declared that the Jewish 
Communities of the British Empire would have to shoulder 
a terrific financial burden for relief purposes once peace came. 

Dr. Brodetsky expressed pleasure that the Polish leaders in 
this country realised that Jews in post-war Poland must be 
completely equal citizens of the liberated country. 

In the session on “ Public Relations,” a statement from Mr. 
Gorpon Livermay, J.P. (Chairman, Defence Committee) was 
read by Mr. A. G. Brotman, in Mr. Liverman’s absencc: 

The statement dealt briefly with the work of the Trades 
Advisory Council and the Centra] Committee for Problems of 
Evacuation, and it gave a warning to the Community against 
any complacency on the score of the anti-Semitic danger, which 
had not been driven out but only underground. 

This warning was endorsed by Mr. Nevitte L Laski, K.C. 
(cx-President of the Board). 

Mr. Brotman, in his capacity as Chairman of the Central 
Committee for Problems of Evacuation, presented a report 
on the Committee's activities. The Committee had, since the 
inception of the Board of Deputies Appeal, he said, been 
acting in an advisory capacity as regards allocations from the 
funds collected and had also made appointments of repre- 
sentatives in the reception areas. Those appointments numbered 
24 and may be classified as follows: Nine are Ministers who 
combine the functions of Minister, teacher, and Welfare and 
Liaison Officer; while the remaining 15 are Welfare and 
Liaison Officers of this Committee, who in nine cases combine 
those duties with teaching on behalf of the Joint Emergency 
Committee. Of the total of 24, this Committce pays the full 
salaries of 10 and contributes in varying degree to the remainder. 

In addition, the Committee had six honorary representatives. 


Public Relations Work 


Mr. Bertram B. Benas (Liverpool) urged that the Deputies 
put the work of “ Public Relations rmght in the forefront 
of their activities, and make it clear that much of the moncy 
for which they were now appealing from the Community was 
being used for that work. He felt sure the response to the 
appeal would then be much more satisfactory. He advised 
the appointment of suitable personnel to act as Jewish lhaison 
officers, not only in the village districts, but also in the smaller 
towns up and down the country, .in which new Jewish Com- 
munities of évacuees had recently been formed. This job of 
“ public relations work” was one which only trained people 
should handle; amateurish efforts could be positively dangerous. 

Mr. Isuipore Sanpier (Manchester) reported on the Speakers’ 
Training Class for Defence Work which had been run by 
the Council of Manchester and Salferd Jews, and the decision 
taken a few days ago to establish co-operation between the 
Manchester Jewish trading community and the T.A.C. 

Dr. I. J. Lipkin (Liverpool) said that in establishing their 
hostel for Jewish evacuees at St. Asaph, North Wales, the 
Liverpool Jewish Community had had the fullest co-operation 
of the Bishop and local authorities of St. Asaph. There was 
a great fund of goodwill towards the Jewish Community up 
and down the country. 

Mr. Hersert A. Narnan, J.P. (Manchester), said that even 
more was needed than liatson officers and the excellence of 
Jewish citizenship. The Jews must acquire a status for them- 
selves in the world at large; they must have a name and land 
of their own, which would then bring them the respect of the 
world. Between the last war and the present one, they had 
been well on the way to achieving this through the Palestine 
movement, and he hoped that strenuous efforts along those 
lines Would Continue to be made. Unless the Jews achieved 
a status for themselves, they would continue to be treated as 
pariahs in one country or another, or be an easy butt for the 
malice of political adventurers. ; 

Prof. Brodctsky replied to the discussion. In the course 
of a brief statement on the refugee question, the President 
stated that the Board was in contact with appropriate organisa- 
tions in the matter of providing Jewish religious education for 
refugee ch¥idren in this country, and that many of these children 
would be catered for under the arrangements made possible 
by the Deputies’ Evacuation-Fund, 

A special session was devoted to the Deputies’ Appeal and the 
questions .of evacuation and education. Prof. Brodetsky 
announced that nearly £40,000 had already been subscribed. 
Manchester, Leeds, Liverpool, and Glasgow were making 
excellent efforts, but he regretted that sections of Anglo-Jewry 
to whom they might have looked for a lead in subscriptions 
had not come forward in support of a fund which was essential 
to the future existence of the Community, There were also far 


too many Deputies who were not doing their duty either 


personally or int co-operation with local efforts. 

Mr. Neville Laski complained that, whereas thee provincial 
Communities had been working hard for the Appeal, London 
Jewry had not done its duty. There had not been any publica- 
tion as yet of the London contributions to the Appeal, and he 
had a suspicion that one of the reasons for this was that some 
leading gentlemen in the Community had givea such minimal 
sums. The provinces were prepared to give into the general 
pool, but they were not going to shoulder the burden of 
cvacuation, which mainly arose from London. They would 
want guarantees that moneys should be allocated for their own 


present evacuation needs and for their possible fuwre needs, 
He hoped that an honourable understanding would be reached 
between the Board and the provincial Communities an this pot. 
Mr. Laski paid a tribute to the permanent staff of the Board, 
and said be hoped that all the “ civil service " of Anglo-Jewry 
would henceforth be properly paid and left without any anxiety 
as to their present and tuture. 

In the ensuing discussion, Mr. R. Banrow-Sicree (Man- 
chester) stressed the essential need for keeping Jewish conscious- 
ness alive in the hearts of our evacuated children, and appealed 
for a greater spirit. of sacrifice from the Community to be shown 
in contributions to the Appeal: Maer. D. I. Sanpetson (Leeds) 
said that the Board should have gone out for a sum of a 
quarter of a million pounds as the foundation of a more 
permanent fund. Councittor A. Moss (Manchester) said that 
Anglo-Jewry had not yet appreciated the volume of the tasks 
before it now and after the war, and he suggested that the 
Board establish a sub-committee to study post-war problems. 

Mr. NarHan Last, J.P. (Manchester) said he considered that 
the Board and its members should be ashamed of the amounts 
contributed to the Appeal by some of the people in London. 
There were people prominently associated with the Board who 
had given very small cheques. There were men of standing and 
of considerable means who had given only £5 or £2, and he 
wanted to tell them that the “ old man. of Manchester " had the 
greatest contempt for the way in evhich they had shamed the 
Jewish Community by their meagre contributions, The whole 
£54,000 should have been raised in London alone. 


The Appeal Should Continue 


Mr. Sypney Neeporr (Manchester) said that the members of 
the Chevra Tillim, Manchester, had taxed themselves 10s. a head 
tor the Appeal and were prepared to continue this taxation for 
the duration of the war, and even longer if necessary. He 
suggested that the Board's Appeal should be continued for the 
duration and until such time as it was no longer considered 
necessary. £54,000 was altogether too humble a figure to aim at. 

This view was supported by Mr. H. A. Nathan, J.P.. who 
urged the redrafting of the Appcal in much stronger and more 
vivid terms. Other speakers were Mr. ALPHONSE NanuUm and 
Dr. 1. J. Lipkin. 

In reply, Professor Brodetsky said that he had thought that 
the £54,000 could have been raised in a week-end in London, 
and that then they could have gone on to build up a real large 
war fund. They would, he agreed, have to work out a recon- 
struction policy, and big funds would be needed. Meantime, 
they would have to educate the Jewish public to understand 
that they must tax themselves increasingly for communal 
services, and they must increase their sense of communal 
responsibility. The time was long past when cach Synagogue, 
Talmud Torah, or Jewish institution could regard itself as a 
private club; they were all, component parts of the whole 
Community. 

Mr. Nathan Laski, Mr. Neville Laski, Mr. Sicree, Mr. Sandel- 
son, and Mr. Herbert Nathan all expressed in strong terms 
their surprise and regret at the non-attendance at this important 
meeting of the Deputies of any other hon. officer or Committee 
Chairman of the Board besides the President, Mr. Neville 
daski characterised their absence as a dereliction of duty, and 
said that it was a@ poor tribute to the Board, and no assistance 
to this particular experiment of holding meetings in the 
provinces, that these men did not set an example by their 


presence. 
Disunity in High Places 


Dissatisfactfon was also voiced by many speakers at the “ dis- 
unity in high places” in the Community, and the opinion was 
strongly expressed that there should be proper co-ordination 
established between the lay and ecclesiastical authorities of 
Anglo-Jewry. Reference was made to the efforts now being 
made by the ex-President and President of the Board to 
amehorate the position. . 

Mr. Neville, Laski said that he deplored the approach 
(reported in THe JewisH Cnronicie) made by the Chicf Rabbi's 
Council to the Ministry of Health. The Board of Deputics was 
already in touch with the Ministry on the questions which 
required attention, and the Board should be the only body to 
make such approaches. He regretted very much that this action 
had been taken, since the Chief Rabbi had given an undertaking 
that his Council! would only act asa vigilance body pending the 
solution of the issues on which there was controversy. He was 
aS anxious as anyone that the dignity and prestige of the Chief 
Rabbinate should be maintained throughout the Community, 
and he therefore felt it his duty to say, with all respect, that 
the Chief Rabbi could not expect to play a lone hand in an 


organised Anglo-Jewish Community. 


Messrs. Nathan Laski and Sandelson, speaking for the Com- 
munities of Manchester and Leeds, said they repudiated the 
position taken up by the Chief Rabbi in this matter. 

Dr. Brodetsky said that he must suspend judgment on the 
question just rained until he had inquired into it fully. 
Promiscuous approach to public aythorities was very dangerous 
and could be most harmful. There had to be a spirit of com- 
munal responsiqility, and all approaches and suggestions con- 
cerning the Jewish Community should go through the Board 
of Deputies to the appropriate authorities. 

The sessions of the Board were followed by a public mecting 
at the Midland Hotel, when Professor Brodetsky, Mr. Neville 
Laski, and Dr. Nathan Morris spoke on “ The Future of Agglo- 
Jewry.’ Mr. S. H. Steinart, J.P.. who presided, and Mr. L. M. 
Glancy made an appeal for further support of the Board of 
Deputies’ Appeal in Manchester. To date, £7,500 had been 
raised. Rabbi K. Rosen moved a vote of thanks to the speakers.

A Club That Must Go On 


{From our Clubs Correspondent] 


“The West Central Jewish Day Settlement and Club has 
been completely blitzed "—thus is headed a personal 
issued by Dr. Isracl Feldman asking for donations to heip the 
“ West Central" to carry on and find alternative premises. 

“ No. 31, Alfred Place,” known to some as the West Central 
Jewish Girls’ Club, and latterly the West Central Jewish Club, 
is now No More, not even a brick stands as a monument to this 
house of social service; not a desk left to tell of the hundreds 
of young Jews whe benefited by the educational facilities provided 
by the club; nor yet a floor board from the social rooms which 
saw the birth of lifelong friendships; just a pile of rubble to 
tell the tale of years of unstinting work by Miss Lily Montagu, 
assisted by Miss Nellie Levy, and the staunch band of willing 
workers. For nearly 50 years the club served the Community. 

To replace all this Dr. Feldman is appealing. There will 
be no deductions for expenses on moneys received: every 


there are 62 ex-club officers and 22 of them (35.4 per cent.) have 
been promoted.

It is now seven years since Bialik, the great 
modern Jewish poet, died.’ He was born in 
1873, and after his father's death, while he was 
still a youngster; he was educated in_ the 
Yeshiva by his grandfather. Interested though 
he was in Talmudic lore. the wanted to learn 
other things, so he went away to Odessa and 
worked hard during the day so as to be able 
to study at night. During this period many of 
his great poems were written, and he also trans- 
lated some of the Hebrew poems of Judah 
Halevi into Yiddish. Bialik, unlike Herzl, was 
steeped in Traditional Judaism and saw that 
the people must have a thorough Hebrew 
education which would combine the old 
traditions with modern needs.

Tue Jewish CuHronicie editorial dealing .with the part that 
America and Great Britain can play in the formulating of a 
peace policy, in which the rights of small nations would be 
maintained, was discussed by a very large gathering in the 
Anglo-Palestinian Club recently.

Mr. Moss Spiro, presiding last week, chose two subjects 
for discussion by the Group from THe JewisH CHRONICLE 
editorials. They dealt with the Nazi attack on Russia and with 
the Board of Deputies. Despite the Pact that, in common with 
a large proportion of the general Press, Tue Jewish CHRoONnIcLe 
had been critical of certain phases of Soviet policy, that paper, 
he said, had commended the whole-hearted support of Russia, 
who was now fighting a common enemy. 

SeVeral speakers dealt with the history of the British Govern- 
ments negotiations with Russia’in the past, and considered 
that if a war against Nazism was seriously intended, it could 
only be brought to a successful capclusion by a real aliuance 
with Russia, and the danger of a “ switch-over " could only be 
avoided if people with Fascist tendencies were cleared out of 
official circles. If was, therefore, suggested that close attention 
should be paid to certain people, who seemed prepaied te serve 
under Hitler. 

_In summing up, Mr. Spiro said the attitude of Tur Jewrsn 
CHRONICE® received the sympathy of peeple to whom the Jewish 
communal and religious life appealed, and its anti-Sovict bias 
in the past was not surprising whilst religion in Russia was dis- 
credited, but everyone present supported its appeal to render 
every assistance to Russia immediately. 

The discussion on the Board of Deputies revealed that the 
present basis of organisation was without defenders. The main 
criticism was directed against the lack of opportunity for young 
Jewry to participate in communal! affairs. The Board did not 
have representatives from many youth organisations, and the 
Synagagues as such did not attfact the active support of Jewish 
youth. The process of change was only possible when positions 
in the Community were not dependent on wealth and age.

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N the drowsy heat of a summer's 
| afternoon in the country, little is heard 

‘beyond the occasional chirrup of a bird 

or the lowing of cattle, which soon subsides 
as the animals seek the nearest shade or 
simply lie down in the field where they have 
been grazing. Then there are the chickens. 
When the sun is hot they are singularly 
quiet, and mother hen wisely conducts her 


lazily in the warm aif. 
animal world, but what of the human 
world?, What of the human young who 
should enjoy, together with all creation, the 
sunshine and the warm weather? Across 
the hot afternoon there frequently 
comes the wailing and whimpering of little 
children, who, instead of contentment and 
harmony, seem to experience extreme dis- 
comfort because of the heat. 


Why Do They Cry ? 


Why do children cry and become fretful in 
hot weather? Why, in our days of enlighien- 
ment, is it possible for adults to snap at and 


Perfect peace the 


cries and laments their own harsh uncompro- 
mising admonitions, as tempers rise and nerves 
become frayed? It is just one more evidence 
of the absence of any logical plan on the part 
of individuals, which, as in the case of nations, 
has precipitated so much misery on the world. 

Hot weather comes, and we grect it with 
grateful delight. Off come woollies, off come 
the children’s ‘socks, and as the sun climbs 
: high in the midsummer sky off come all the 
little garments that the child once wore. At 
first it is grand fun to trot around with pricti- 
cally nothing on. The unaccustomed freedom 
for little limbs, combined with the stimulating 
action of sun and air, diffuses a glow over the 
child's whole body. Off he goes, hither 
and thither, tasting to the full the joys of 
summer time, and revelling in his new 
sensations of absolute freedom. 

After a while, however, he begins to feel 
another sensation, as he becomes hot, cross, 
and tired, but is unable to express his feelings 
to those responsible for his welfare. He 
relieves his general feeling of malaise through 
the first opportunity for naughtiness, destruc- 
tion, or disobedience, that occurs. The repri- 
mand which follows leaves him even hotter 
and more tired, and now perplexed into the 
bargain. ~ He tries again, vaguely and desper- 
ately, aiming at the relief of the storm of 
temper and tears in which his original act of 
‘ naughtiness culminated. The whole process 

then goes on da capo, and the summer air is 

spoilt with his wailing, and the unpleasing 

° admonitions of his elders. 

Unlike the hen mother, the human mothe: 

seems unable ta take advantage of the lovely 

afternoon for the benefit of herself and her 
offspring. She fails to start with the set pur- 
pose of enjoying the weather and extracting 
the maximum good it can afford. Instead, she 
often wants to crowd into the afternoon some

extra piece of seasonal work, and confidently 


expects her child to amuse himself. Even 
when his father accompanies him into the 
garden, that gentleman invariably becomes 


absorbed in gardening, and the little child who’ 
began so enthusiastically anxious to help his 
daddy soon sees him as a bad-tempered ogre, 
surrounded by an aura of inhibitions and 
restrictions. 

Obviously, it is not always possible for 
human mothers to devote the whole afternoon 
to serene contemplation and the enjoyment of 
her own and her young’s physical comfort. 
But. if that is impossible, due regard must be 
had to the child's hot-weather needs. His 
occupations must be arranged with a view to 
taking him off his feet for the greater part of a 
very hot day. If he ts not taken for a walk in 
his pram or push-chair, he should be provided 


in the garden with the sort of toys that allow 
him to sit for the major part of the time. A 
swing is excellent, because it gives a child 
movement and yet rests his legs and feet. Then 
there are those big wooden engines on which 
a small child can sit and propel himself as he 
pleases. Altogether, the toddler should not be 
allowed to remain on his feet for too long at 
a time. If the journeys he makes trotting 
about were to be accomplished at one stretch, 
the distances covered during an afternoon 
in the garden would add up to an impressive 
total. 

He should not be exposed too long or too 
suddenly to the hot rays of the sun. At first, 
and in gentle proportions, these rays are stimu- 
lating and refreshing. But they can very easily 
over-stimulate a child, and therefore make him 
nervous and fretful. Slip a thin cotton shirt 
or blouse over his shoulders and back until 
he is sufficiently browned to have created a 
layer. of “ insulation.” Of course, his head 
should be kept covered during the heat of the 
day, with the sort of hat that goes well down 
over the nape of the neck. It is wise to let 
little children’s hair grow slightly longer at 
the back in hot weather, and thus give them 
natural protection against the sun. 


Plenty of Cold Water 


Another tip to be learnt from mother hen 
is to provide the small child with constant 
access to water during hot weather. Mrs. 
Hen, it will be observed, makes constant 
excursions, followed by her brood, to the 
water trough, where she leads the gargling 
parties with solemn ceremony. A human 
mother can improve her own health and 
increase the comfort and wellbeing of her little 


one if she, too, sects him Sn example by 
frequently taking long drinks of clean cold 
water during the hot afternoon. 

Shoes. should carefully be prevented from 


rubbing or chafing children’s feet. If they are 
worn without socks, it should be made per- 
fectly certain that they are soft enough not 
to rub, otherwise thin socks should always be 
provided. A quiet game that can be played 
sitting down should be organised and con- 
ducted in a shady place, preferably under some 
trees. 

Unless it is unavoidable, never take a small 
child shopping on a hot afternoon. It affords 
him neither benefit nor instruction; i certainly 
increases the difficulty of the shoppers and 
wears out the nerves of his own mother and 
other mothers Similarly engaged. It is far 
better for those mothers who have no hélp to 
make a rota among themselves tor the minding 
of all their children, so that on diflerent days 
diflerent mothers can do their shopping while 
knowing that their children are being suitably 
looked after. The days of summer are all too 
few for any earnest mother to waste even a 
quarter of an hour in them. They should be 
looked on as heaven-sent opportunities .to 
fortify and strengthen the little ones, and store 
up in them reserves of sunshine against the 
dark, dreary days of winter.

SALAD DRESSINGS 


Tue scarcity of salad oil and the rationing . 
of eggs make it almost impossible for us to 
use our old favourite recipe for salad creams ~~ 
and mayonnaise. If you have only very little 
oil to spare reserve it for simple french 
dressings; for this, use, if possible, one part 
vinegar to two of oil. Put your seasoning of 
salt, pepper, sugar, and mustard in @ cup or 
small basin, mix smoothly with the oil, then 
add the vinegar.* The addition of a little 
chopped spring onion is welcomed by most 
people. Ise this dressing for green salads 
and these should not be dressed until just 
before they are eaten, otherwise they will 
become sodden and soft. 

Potato and other root vegetable, however,. 
are improved if they are mixed with the 
dressing some time before they are eaten. 

The quantity of flour, cornflour, or custard . 
powder used can be, increased or decreased 
according to whether a thick coating sauce ts 
required or just a moderate creamy one. 

The seasoning of salt, mustard, and sugar 
must also be varied to suit individual tastes. . 

For the vinegar you can use ordinary malt 
vinegar only or, if you have it, a teaspoonful 
.or two of tarragon or chili vinegar is pleasant \ 
for a change. | 

For a more piquant sauce a small quantity 
of any of the following can be added to your 
foundation recipe—onion juice: anchovy, 
worcester, or tomato sauce: chopped gherkin, 
capers, or tarragon, or finely grated horse- 
radish. 


Potato Dressing 


Boiled sieved potatoes, “3 tablespoonfuls; 
vinegar, 2 tablespoonfuls; milk, 4 tablespoon- 
fuls: salt, cayenne, sugar, made mustard. 

Rus the potatoes through a sieve and add 
the seasonings. Stir in the milk, then the 
vinegar. 

This is particularly good on vegetable salads, 
and a littl grated horseradish ts a good 
addition. 

Boiled Dressing 

Tuis is another very simple cooked dressing. 
Melt 1 oz. margarine im a saucepan, stir in 
smoothly 1 oz. flour and gradually add 4pt. 
any vegetable or white stock (or milk and 
water). Stir till it boils and continue stirring 
while it simmers for 2 or 3 minutes. Then = , 
add vinegar, made mustard! salt, and cayenne 
to taste. When cold, remove any skin that 
may have formed on top and whisk thoroughly.
